“‘ment—Will Not Draft from 
Minors ¥ 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Ciub own- 
ers of the National league, at a special 
meeting here today, declined to sanc- 
tion temporary abrogation of the na- 
jtional agreement. The meeting, held 
‘at President John A. Heydler's of- 
\fica, was attended by Barney Dreyfuss, 
| Pittsburg; Wiliam H. Baker, Phila- 
| delphia; George W. Grant Boston: 
|H. W. Mason, Treasurer, and Judge 
| Willams, St. Louis; C. ‘A. Stoneham, 
|New Vork, and Charles H. Ebbets 
Brooklyn. 

In answer to the recommendations 
| of the national commiaston at its meet- 
ing held in Chicago, September 2, 
1919, the following resolution was a- 
| donted: . 

‘First, that the National league 
does not concur in the recommenda- 
tion made by the national commis- 
sion that the present national agree- 
ment be temporarily abrogated. 

“Second, that we concur tn the re- 
commendation of the national com- 
j|mission that the league refrain from 
drafting minor league players during 


jcommission that the territorial rights 
lof the club of the old International 
league be not respected in the fu- 
ture unless its indebtedness to the 
national commission be paid on.or be- 
fore 30 days after September 2, 1919.” 

During the meeting there was dis- 
cussion as to the appointment of a new 
chairman for the national commis- 
sfon, !n place of August Herrmann, 
president of the Cincinnati club, and 
President Heydler went on record as

An event of unusual Interest to the 


|people of Alberta is the establishment 


jof a correspondence department by 
Alberta College North AmbUlous 
young men and momen, who are un- 


abie to attend classes now have an 
ovportunity to inereage their effi- 
clency by means of a home-study 


course. Students work in thelr own 
homes, in thelr delsure time end wh. 
nterfering with their present em- 


ment, Correspondent students 
t e one great advantage over oral 
students. The latter may often forget 


the potnts emphasised by the lectures, 
whereas in the case of the former all 
explanations, solutions and remarks 
lare given in permanent form, and are 
available not only for immediate re- 


quirements but also for future refer- 
ence and for revisions. 

In addition to the reguiar business 
college subjects, special courses have 
|been prepared in salesmanship, adver- 
tising. accountancy, mercantile law, 
lecompany law, secretarial practice, 
leconomica, French, transportation and 
|shipping. 

This department will be under the 
direction of Mr. C. R. Lennan, who‘Nhas 
recently returned from overseas after 
nearly five years service. Since Nov- 
ember 4th. 1918 Captain Lennan, D.

COLLECTED BY 
LIQUOR BRANCH 


Clean-Up Is Made at Vermilion, 
Where Five Convictions Are 
Obtained 


Arrests and convictiona made by the 
liquor department of the Alberta pro- 
vincial police during the first fifteen 
days of the month have resulted in 
fines amounting to over $2,100 being 
placed in the department of the at- 
torney general's department.

WM. WALKER, 
OLD RESIDENT 
PAGOES AWAY 


He Had Resided in the Edmonton 
District for Many Years 
Settled at Olover Bar 


One of the oldest pioneers of the 
Edmonton district, William Walker, 

assed away in the Royal Alexandra 

oFpital on Friday morning at the age 
of 83 years, leaving to mourn his loss 
four sons and one daughter. 

The late Mr. Walker has lived for 
36 years in the Edmonton district. 
When he came here first he opened 
up 4n hotel which ie now known as 
the immigration hall on First street 
Afier two years spent in the hotel 
business he took up farming in the 
Bast Clover Bar district, where he liv- 
ed until recently when he moved into 
Fort Saskatchewan to live. During 
last winter and eummer he has lived 
jin Edmonton. When Mr. Walker took 
}up residence on his homestead im 
East Clover Rar he was the farthest 
east and south settler at that time. 
| During those etrly pioneer days Mr. 
|Walker acted @ free locater for new 
jwettlers and me y a young man he has 
jatarted on the 1vad to successful farm- 


ing. It is said that in the pioneer 
|days Mr. Walker was never known 
;to charge a cent for food for man 
or beast, Travelers were always made 


welcome at his homestead. He was 
known to the pioneers as “Uncle Wil- 
Nam,’ who never locked hig door, 
|never closed ‘his gate and never for- 
bade a neighbor to cross his fram. 
Because of this kindness and gener- 
osity he was held in the highest re- 
lspect by all who knew him, 

The Edmonton Bulletin of Aug. 18 
1883, has the following to say regard- 
ing the coming of Mr. Walker to this 
district: 

W. Walker, wife and four chil- 
dren, Mrs, Finney, J. L. Port and 
R. Taone arrived from Lucan, Ont., 
on Saturday last. They shipped 
their outfit, consisting of a carload 
of immigrants’ effects, four teams of 
Canadian horses, wagons, etc.. on 
the 19th of July. from Winnipeg to 
Medicine Hat which was »e« far as 
the line was in operation at that 
time. On arrival there they re-ship- 
ped to the 12th sidine 115 miles 
further west. The rate per carload 
of immigrants’ effects ts $136 to 
Medicine Hat, and it is expected to 
be about $175 to Calgary. 

Mr. Walker's family surviving him 
are his sons, W. J., of Calgary; Frank 
A, Arthur A, and Edward N., of Fort 
Saskatchewan, and daughter, Mrs. 
Johnston Carscadden, of Fort Saska-
